COUNCIL TO CONVENE 

To meet legal requirements, the 
council will convene formally in its 
chambers at 7:30 p.m., then adjourn 
to the Little theater for the hearing. 

The rules of procedure, submitted 
by Mayor Charles P. Burgess, will 
permit one person representing the 
entire faction wanting decontrol to 
speak for 20 minutes. 

Twenty minutes also will be ac- 
corded one speaker representing all 
opponents. 

Then, individuals wishing to be 
heard from the floor will be allowed 
five minutes each, with proponents 
and opponents alternating. 

NO REBUTTALS 

There will be no “repeat” talks 
and no rebuttals, council ruled. 

Council decided that after all 
verbal and written evidence has 
been received, -it will be taken under 
advisement and councilmen will 
make their own investigation of the 
rental situation before deciding 
whether to remove or retain rent 
controls. 

Should council determine decon- 
trol is justifiable, it will so recom- 
mend to Governor Warren, who is 
empowered to effect decontrol under

Building Permits 
In October Hit 
$493,200 Figure 


New construction in Menlo Park 
authorized by building permits is- 
sued in October had a total value 
of $493,200, Building Inspector J. D. 
Steiger said in his monthly report 
to the city council Wednesday night. 

The figure was $65,000 in excess 
of the $428,100 in construction auth- 
orized in October of last year but 
well under the record of $597,300 set 
last August. 

24 NEW HOMES 

Single family residences formed 
the bulk of October building, with 
24 such permits issued for construc- 
tion valued at $226,000. Included in 
the October total was a $78,000 
apartment house and $164,800 in 
non-residential construction. 

Meantime, Steiger reported that 
permits were issued in the six-day 
period ended Nov. 7 for 29 new single 
family dwellings and a duplex val- 
ued at $229,500, one of the highest 
weekly figures on record. 

Moore and Tehaney will build 
15 of the new homes, which will 
be built at a cost of $7000 each at 
1430, 1460 and 1217 Chilco street; 
391, 244, 245, 205, 215 and 259 Term- 
inal way; 1450 Plumas avenue; 244 
and 309 Hetch-Hetchy way; 1331 
and 1440 Modoc avenue and 1357 
Carleton avenue. 

Permits for five $8000 and five 
$7000 homes were isued to Mardell 
construction company. The homes 
will be built at sites on Carleton 
avenue, Madera avenue, Windermere 
avenue, Hollyburne avenue, New- 
bridge street and Henderson avenue. 

Other permits issued during the 
week included a $13,000 home for 
R. L. Felts at 3 Grace drive, a $7000 
home for E. Scott at 1135 Winder- 
mere, an $11,500 duplex to be built 
by R. W. Hipp at 909 Fremont ave- 
nue and $9000 homes to be built by 
H. J. Dunlap at 208 and 1039 Green- 
wood avenue.

Damage was set at $25,000. 

Firemen reached the body of 
Harold Hartshorn, 49, school mail 
clerk, after three college athletes 
vainly had sought to rescue him. 

Exact cause of death was not im- 
mediately determined. An autopsy 
was to be performed in Redwood 
City by coroner’s officers to learn 
whether death resulted from burn- 
ing, suffocation or possibly a heart 
attack induced by the blaze. The 
body was badly burned, the officers 
said. 

The alarm was turned in at 11:14 
p. m. by Mrs. William E. Kratt, wife 
of the school president. 

FIGURE VISIBLE 

Chief Thomas Cuff said that fire- 
men arrived, flames were shooting 
through the roof and that Hart- 
shorn’s figure, apparently in a chair, 
was visible through a window. 

Firemen were unable to reach 
Hartshorn until 20 minutes later 
when the flames were under control. 

The fire occurred in the upper 
floor of the north end of the gym, 
which had been converted to living 
quarters and furniture storage. 

The students, Ken Flower, 18; Al- 
bert Casten, 19 and Harry Bunker, 
20, attempted to rescue Hartshorn 
from his apartment but were beaten 
back by flames in the kitchen area, 
where the body was found. 

Damage to the building was 
placed at $15,000, with $10,000 loss 
ANTIQUES BURN 
to stored furniture, some of which 
was reported to have value as an- 
tiques. 

Besides the living quarters, the 
burned section contained football 
equipment of Menlo college and the 
San Francisco 49er professional club. 
None of it was damaged. 

The building was one of those 
remaining from the old Warren 
school which once occupied the 
sit. 

From standpoint of damage, the 
blaze was the worst in the Menlo 
Park fire district since the Sports 
club on El Camino Real was des- 
troyed last December at a loss of 
$40,000. 

Firemen remained at the school 
until 4 a. m. to clean up embers 
and debris. 


MP Police fo Get 
Training of FBI 


FBI training received by Chief 
George Potter during the summer 
will be passed along to recruits in 
the Menlo Park police department 
at in-department classes scheduled 
to begin No. 14. 

The classes will take three hours 
a week for eight weeks, Chief Pot- 
ter said, and FBI men from the 
San Francisco office will help with 
the instruction. 

The newer men in the department 
will receive training in accident 
investigation, laws of arrest, court 
demeanor and procedure, police pho- 
tography, evidence, judo, repcrt 
writing, note-taking and public re- 
lations. 

Because a large percentage of de- 
partment members will be atteni- 
ing the classes, the sergeants and 
senior officers of the department will 
do routine patrol work while the 
classes are in progress. 
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Relations 
Discussed

One of the subjects coming up 


for considerable discussion at the 
annual conference of the League of 
California Cities last month was 
city-county relations. City officials 
in California have long looked ask- 
ance at the taxes taken out of the 
city limits by the overlapping county 
government to be spent in part for 
quasi-municipal services in unincor- 
porated areas. 

In our county, for instance, the 
residents of incorporated cities will 
pay 74 per cent of the cost of main- 
taining the sheriff’s office, yet much 
of this money will be spent in furn- 
ishing a police service to unincor- 
porated areas. Local recreation pro- 
grams, such as that carried on in 
East Palo Alto by the county, are 
paid for 74 per cent by city tax- 
payers. Yet the residents of cities 
also pay for their own police force 
and their own recreation programs. 

San Mateo County is discontin- 
uing these local recreation pro- 
grams next year, and is insisting 
that urban areas that wish to re- 
main unincorpated form police 
and recreation districts to furnish 
the municipal services that they 
demand. 

The supervisors of our county un- 
derstand and are sympathetic with 
the plight of city taxpayers and are 
taking some steps to equalize the 
burden as noted above. However, it

Sanitation Project: 


City-County | Sewage Treatment Plant Is Designed 


To Meet Both Present, Future Needs 


Editor’s note: This is the last 
in a series of articles prepared 
by the board of the Menlo Park 
sanitary district on plans for a 
sewage disposal system. A bond 
election will be held in the near 
future in connection with the pro- 
ject. 

In the operation of sewage treat- 
‘ment plants...required of sanitary 
districts or municipalities by state 
law...primary treatment of sewage 
is all that is demanded by the state. 
This would be provided in the sys- 
tem planned by the Menlo Park 
sanitary district. 

However, if at some future time 
the waters of San Francisco bay 
‘were impounded to form a fresh 
water lake as proposed by the Reb- 
er plan, then additional sewage 
treatment would be required. 

If and when this is required, ad- 
ditional facilities could be readily 
placed in the projected plant with- 
out change in existing equipment. 

Sewage treament is a continu- 
ing process, but the more treat- 
ment required, the more expensive 
the operation becomes. It is pos- 
sible to produce an effluent from 
a sewage treatment plant that 
will meet in every way the U. 5. 
public health standards for drink- 
ing water. 

Such treatment is expensive and, 
at present, unnecessary. The efflu- 
ent from the plant to be contructed 
will meet with all the requirements 
set up by the state. 

In addition to treating sewage 
from the Menlo Park sanitary dis- 
trict, plans call for capacity to 
treat sewage from the Veterans hos- 

* the North Palo Alto sanitary 
Gisur and the Belle Haven sewer 
main.cnance district. 

It is believed the federal govern- 
ment will pay a substantial sum 


for the right to connect with sewers 
of the Menlo Park district, plus pay- 
ment of a fair charge for treatment 
of sewage emanating from the hos- 
pital. 

Studies are under way to de- 
termine a proper charge to be lev- 
ied against the North Palo Alto 
sanitary district and the Belle 
Haven sewer maintenance district 
should these elect to have their 
sewage treated in the Menlo Park 
district’s plant. 

Naturally these charges would 
serve to reduce the costs borne by 
the taxpayers of the Menlo Park 
district. 

Let it be emphasized that all of 
this is going to cost money. Neither 
the cities of Menlo Park and Ather- 
ton nor the special districts serv- 


‘ing this area have ever called for 


anything remotely approaching it in 
size. But let it be even more empha- 
sized that it is something we must 
do, and that our health, our safety 
and our very welfare depend upon 
it. 


County Civil Service 
Lists Job Openings 


Openings in six San Mateo coun- 
ty civil service classifications have 
been announced. 


The jobs and the closing dates

officials of San Mateo county to 
support the supervisors in this pro- 
gram, and that we are planning to 
do. 

Several counties recognize their 
obligation to meet some part of 
the cost of extension of county 
roads inside city limits by sharing 
their gasoline tax funds. with 
cities. Los Angeles county has 
done this for a number of years. 
Orange county adds city gas tax 
money to county gas tax money, 
divides by the county population, 
and turns over to the cities suf- 
ficient county gas tax money to 
bring the city per capita figure 
up to the county. 

In Orange county this amounts 
to about a 50-50 split. Many counties 
undertake to do work directly on 
city streets constituting a link in 
the county highway system. Our 
county has neither shared its gas- 
oline tax money with the cities nor 
done work on roads within incor- 
porated city limits. 

Returning to the conference, Dav- 
id Bird, member of the San Diego 
county board of supervisors and 
president of the County Supervisors 
Association of California, told us 
that very few counties can justify 
the difference in the level of serv- 
ice that they provide inside and 
outside of incorporated cities, con- 
sidering that the county tax rate 
is the same throughout its bound- 
aries. He said that county super- 
visors have been studying the prob- 
lem for years. 


Which reminds us:

ARMISTICE DAY 


It might be argued with considerable persuasiveness that 
the significance of Armistice Day has been lost in the events 
which have occurred in the last decade. 

To be sure, the world has not achieved the lasting peace 
which seemed to be at hand back there on November 11, 1918. 
But as long as Armistice Day is used as an occasion to remem- 
ber the men who gave their lives in both World Wars for the 
cause of peace and justice, and as long as it serves to remind 
us of our obligations to them and to future generations, it 
should continue to be observed. 

Whether the United Nations today can succeed where the 
League of Nations failed yesterday, remains to be seen. But 
permanent peace must be attained if civilization is to survive. 
Out of the failures of the past may yet come victory tomorrow. 
Out of the blasted hopes of the original Armistice Day may yet 
come not merely a long armistice but enduring tranquility.
